DETAILED ACTION 

1. The response to the office action filed on December 01, 2008 has been considered and 
acknowledged. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowed. 

The present invention is drawn to a cancer diagnostic method comprising selectively 
extracting RNA from a cell fraction of a bodily fluid, reverse transcribing RNA to generate 
cDNA and PCR amplification of cDNA in the presence of a fluorescence dye, using primer pair 
SEQ ID NO. 1 and 2 and quantitating the amplification product. The closest prior art (US 6,475, 
789) teach said RT-PCR, however, the prior art does not teach the said specific primer pair and 
presence of a fluorescence dye during PCR as reflected by the instant amended claims. Thus the 
instant invention was not taught or obvious over the closest prior art.
